This letter is proof quite conclusive as to the 


character of Mr. Van Buren's views on the doc- 
trine of protection. 
He ia in agreement with 


the leaders of that party generally. 


The whig party hold the doctrine of the prr- 


tection of American industry, aa one of the ut- 
most importance.

government was formed mainly for the purpose 
of affording protection to industry, and helping 
the business ot the people. The present revival 
ot business is an evidence of the beneficial effect 
of this policy. 
It proves that the fathers ot our 


country did not mistake the true interests of the 
people in forming a national government by 
adopting the Constitution. 


Mr. Webster, in his recent speech at Andover, 


to the whigs of Essex county, has happily refer- 
red to an interesting portion of the history of our 
country, and as this portion ot his speech, and 
tbe documents ne introduced, throw a flood of 
l?ght upon the doctrine of protection, we here 
copy them:— 


Gentlemen, one portion of the topics to which the 


committee asked my attention i. the duty of the 
general government to protect the general com- 
merce and manufactures. 
And this leads, Gentle- 


men, to the subject of the TarifT.and tke encourage- 
ment of Domestic Industry. 
Now I will state my 


opinion upon this subject with some degree, of preci- 
»ioo, because, Gentlemen, I believe a sort of ultra- 
ism, of extravagance of opinion, is the characteris- 
tic of this age, not on political subjects only, but on 
all (objects. And in regard to this subject, particu- 
larly,there arc those who would carry a tariff to the 
lencrth of prohibition of certain foreign commodities. 
Ana there are others, again, who maintain stoutly 
that it is perfectly unconstitutional for Congress to 
look to any other object in the world,but the amount 
of «o much money to be raised ; in other words, to 
have the least regard to the favor and encourage- 
ment of industry in our own country.

instructive portions of our history .between the peace 
of 1783, and the adoption of the federal constitution,

We see them 
struggling to extend thsir commerce, and in many 
instances to extend their manufactures,and allstru^- 
gling in rain. 


iS'ow, gentlemen, these fathers brought about, or 


evinced a very strong disposition to bring about, by 
the year 1786, .u uniform .ystein of commerce, and 
that uniform system of commerce was established by 
those wao, in point of sagacity,were inferior to none 
of their fellow citizens 01 a more-recent period. At 
a period of his life when yet in the full exercise of 
his faculties, and after a very Ions; experience, Dr. 
Franklin expressed his sentiments on this subject in 
a very remarkable manner. 


i'ou know, gentlemen, that the Convention to 


frame the present Constitution of the United States, 
assembled in Philadelphia in May, 1787. Dr: Frank- 
lin was chosen delegate to that Convention; and 
shortly before the Convention assembled, as the 
members were coraiug in, be invited them to his 
house in Philadelphia, and read to them a paper up- 
on the best means of promoting the commerce of the 
United States. That paper, at the request of the 
gentlemen who heard it, was printed, and he dedi- 
cated it to the members of the Convention' 
I have 


made some extracts from it,which I shall hand over 
to the gentlemen of the press,who have done us the 
favor to be here. 


"There are in every country certain important 


crises, when exertion or neglect must produce con- 
sequences of the utmost moment. 
The period at 


which the inhabitants of these State? have now ar- 
rived, will be admitted by every attentive and se- 
rious mind to be clearly of this description. 


Our money absorbed by a wanton consumption of 


imported luxuries, a fluctuating paper medium sub- 
stituted in its stead, foreign commerce extremely 
circumscribed, and a federal government not only 
ineffective but disjointed, tell us indeed too plainly 
that farther negligence may ruin us forever. 


Impressed with this view of our affairs, the wri- 


ter ol the following pages has ventured to intrude 
upon the public. J3nt as neither his lime nor oppor- 
tunrtes will permit him to treat of all the great ob- 
jects, which excite his apprehension or engage hi: 
wishes, he means principally to confine himself to 
that part of them, which have been most subjected 
to his observations and enquiries. 


In a country blest with f fertile soil, and a cli- 


mate admitting steadv labnr, where the cheapness 
of land tempts the European from his home, and 
tbe manufacturer from his trade, we are led by a 
few moments of reflection to fix on agriculture as 
the great leading interest. 
From this we shall find 


most nf our other advantages result, so far as they 
arise from the nature of our affairs, and where they 
are not produced bv the coercion of laws—tbc fish- 
eries are the principal exception. In order to make 
a true estimate of the magnitude of agriculture, we 
must remember that it is encouraged by few or no 
duties on the imporiation of rival produce—that it 
furnishes outward cargoes not only for all our own 
ships, but those also which foreign nations send to 
our ports, or in other words, that it pays for all ou." 
importations—that it supplies a part of the clothing 
of our people, and the food of them and their cattle 
—that what is consumed at home, including the ma- 
terials for manufacturing,.is four or five times the 
value of what is exported—that the number of peo- 
ple employed in agriculture, is at least nine parts in 
ten of the inhabitantants of America—that, there- 
fore, the farmers and planters do form the body of 
the militia, the bulwark of the nation—that the val- 
ue of property, occupied by agriculture,is manifold 
greater than that of the property employed in every 
other way—that the settlement of onr waste lands, 


increase of our towns anil manufactures will ren- 
der it moie so every year. 
In the present state 


of our navigation we can he in n,. doubt of pro- 
curing these supplies by means of our own ves- 
sels. °The country that interferes most with us 
in our own market is Nova Scotia, which alsi>, J 
am informed, has had some emigrants fiom our 
fislimtr towns since the decline ut'theii business,

These arc the principal encouragements to for- 


eign commerce, which occur to me at present as 
proper to form a part of a permanent s\ stem for the 
United States. Regulations for temporary purpos- 
es, such as restrictions and prohibitions attecting 
particular nations, I do not mean to speak ofhere. 


1 must however observe, that they should be 


adopted with sreat prudence and deliberation, as 
they may effect us very unfavorably if they should 
be tried in vain. In takin; measures to promote 
manufactures, we must be careful tbat the injuries 
to the general interests of commerce do r.ot ex- 
ceed the aJvantajr.es resulting from them. 
The 


circumstances of the country, as they relate to 
this business, should be dispassionately and thor- 
oughly examined. Though it is confessed, that the 
United States have full employment for all their 
citizens in the extensive field of sericulture, yet as 
we have a valuable body of manufacturers already 
here, as many more will probably emigrate from 
Europe, who will choose to continue at their trades, 
and as we have some citizens so poor as not to be 
able to effect a little settlement on onr waste lands, 
there is a real necessity for some wholesome gen- 
eral regulations on this head. By taking care not 
to force manufactures in those States, where the 
people are fewer, the tillage much more profitable, 
and provisions dearer than in several others, WP 
shall give agriculture its full scope in the former, 
and leave all the benefits of manufacturing (so far 
as they are within our reach) to the latter.

Carolina, for instance, must manufacture to an evi- 
dent loss, while the advancement of that business 
in Massachusetts will give the means of subsis-
